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Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1913. 

Census. 

I take  the  figures  of  the  Census  for  1911,  as  the  basis  of 
calculation,  in  the  preparation  of  the  accompanying  tables,  viz.,  6938. 

Birth-Rate* 

A total  of  139  births— 66  males  and  73  females — makes  a 
birth-rate  of  20*04  per  1000  of  population.  This  seems  to  be  a steadily 
decreasing  figure,  last  year  being  23-34  per  1000.  The  notification 
of  Births  Act  is  not  in  force  in  the  district. 

Death-Rate. 

Sixty-six  deaths  were  registered  (Table  I col.  6)  as  occurring 
in  the  district,  making  a death-rate  of  9-51  per  1000.  Adding  to 
these  eleven  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district,  but  dying, 
and  consequently  registered  in  another,  and  deducting  two  deaths 
of  persons  belonging  to  another,  but  dying  in  the  district,  we  get  a 
corrected  death-rate  of  10*81  per  1000.  The  Workhouse,  County 
Asylum,  County  Hospital  and  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  Cambridge, 
are  the  Institutions  in  which  the  eleven  deaths  occurred.  On  the  face 
of  it,  this  appears  a just  settlement,  when  the  patients  die  from  a 
disease  acquired  in  the  district  in  which  they  lived,  but  when  a death 
is  returned  of  a person  who  has  been  residing  from  the  district  over 
thirty  years  it  appears  somewhat  unfair,  if  not  ridiculous.  Such 
deaths  might  be  as  justly  returned  even  when  they  have  emigrated 
to  another  country. 

The  increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  sixty  four,  showing  a 
natural  increase  of  *92  per  cent  of  the  total  population. 
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Infant  Mortality. 

Table  IV  gives  the  particulars  of  children  dying  under  one 
year  of  age.  The  death  of  seven  infants  makes  a death-rate  of  50-35 
per  1000  births  or  9-3  of  the  total  number  of  deaths. 


Zymotic  Death-Rate, 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  as  occuring  from  the  seven 
principal  zymotic  diseases,  consequently  the  above  rate  is  nil. 


Prevalence  of  Disease. 

Table  II  gives  the  number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  and  were  as  follows: — 

Erysipelas  . , . . 3 cases. 

Poliomyelitis  . . . . 1 „ 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  9 ,, 

Other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  4 ,, 


To  get  a general  idea  of  the  health  of  the  district  it  is  advisable 
to  comment  on  Table  III.  I do  so  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
given. 

Enteric  Fever. 

For  the  sixth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  this  disease  has 
been  notified,  and  I feel  justified  in  saying  that  should  any  case 
occur,  it  will  either  be  contracted  outside  or  imported  into  the 
district. 


Small  Pox. 

No  case  has  been  notified,  but  I am  sorry  to  report  that 
vaccination  is  still  on  the  decrease.  I have  no  figures  before  me 
justifying  me  to  state  the  exact  percentage  of  exemption  certificates 
obtained,  but  I understand  they  are  on  the  increase.  With  primary 
vacoination  on  the  decrease,  it  is  idle  to  hope  for  any  increase  of 
re-vaccination  or  even  to  mention  the  subject. 
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Measles. 

This  disease  is  not  included  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  in 
the  district,  but  has  been  very  prevalent.  From  information  afford- 
ed me  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  it  appears  that  the 
schools  inConnington  and  Little  Stukeley  were  closed  in  consequence. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

For  the  first  time  since  1891,  a period  of  twenty-three  years, 
there  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  in  the  district.  Although  this  may 
be  only  an  accident,  I am  inclined  to  attribute  it  as  partly  due  to  the 
care  of  school  children  now  in  force  in  the  county,  and  partly  to  the 
increased  intelligence  of  the  people  in  the  matter. 

Judging  from  the  weekly  returns  supplied  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Llealth  all  over  the  country, 
the  disease  appears  to  have  been  all  round  the  district,  but  not  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  be  recorded  as  an  epidemic. 


Whooping'  Cough. 

This  has  been  prevalent  in  the  district  and  the  schools  at 
Spaldwick  were  closed  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
consequence.  Although  this  is  a disease  which  often  lays  the 
foundation  for  more  serious  mischief  of  the  lungs,  it  is  still  the 
popular  idea  that  it  will  cure  itself  and  the  advice  of  the  doctor  is 
not  sought  for  in  time  to  shorten  the  disease,  consequently  the  child- 
ren are  not  kept  in  any  degree  of  isolation  and  the  disease  becomes 
epidemic. 


Diphtheria  and  Croup. 

No  case  was  notified  under  this  heading. 

Influenza. 

This  has  been  continuous,  more  or  less,  in  the  district  but  no 
deaths  occured. 

Erysipelas. 

Only  three  cases  were  notified  which  need  no  comment. 
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Phthisis. 

Nine  cases  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  of  which 
one  was  fatal. 


Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  four  cases  notified,  two  of  which  were  fatal. 

The  treatment  and  management  of  tuberculosis  (all  forms),  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer,  in  this  case  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Nothing  remains  for  the  Rural  District 
Council  to  do  but  to  see  that  the  house,  in  which  the  patient  lives, 
is  suitable  for  domiciliary  treatment,  and  disinfect  the  home  as 
occasion  requires. 


Cancer. 


Eleven  deaths  from  this  cause  were  registered  and  occurred  as

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Heart  Disease. 

Eight  deaths  were  registered  under  this  heading,  seven  of 
which  occurred  in  old  people. 


Respiratory  Diseases. 

Four  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  two  from  pneumonia,  account 
for  the  number  under  this  heading. 


Diarrhoea. 

The  only  death  under  this  heading  was  in  a child  16  days  old, 
but  l have  no  history  as  to  its  cause, 
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Poliomyelitis. 

This  is  now  included  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases.  There 
was  only  one  case  notified,  and  I was  unable  to  trace  its  origin.  As 
far  as  I could  ascertain  the  other  three  children  in  the  family  were 
attacked  with  the  same  initial  symptoms,  but  did  not  further  develop 
the  disease,  in  fact  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  seek  medical 
advice. 

Means  of  Prevention  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  is  not  much  to  be  said  under  this  heading.  There 
being  only  one  case  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act. 

All  cases  are  promptly  visited  after  notification,  disinfectants 
are  supplied  and  antitoxin  provided  free  in  cases  requiring  such 
treatment. 

Disinfection. 

Two  houses  have  been  disinfected  during  the  past  year  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances.  Antiseptiform  was  the  disinfectant  used  ; 
in  no  case  was  it  considered  necessary  to  use  the  disinfector 
(Thresh’s),  which  can  be  borrowed  from  the  County  Council. 

Water  Supply, 

The  list  on  page  11  compiled  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
shows  how  each  parish  is  supplied  with  water. 

In  no  case  can  the  supply  be  classed  as  ideal,  but  taking  all 
the  circumstances  into  consideration,  it  may  be  pronounced  fair. 
Where  there  is  an  abundance  ot  water  in  the  villages,  situated  by  a 
stream  it  is  the  quality  that  is  spoilt  and  liable  to  contamination  by 
using  the  stream  as  a sewer.  It  is  at  this  point  the  greatest  vigilance 
is  necessary.  On  the  clay  storage  is  the  only  possible  way  of 
securing  a supply  and  there  is  no  reason  why  in  any  case  it  should 
not  be  ample.  The  plans  of  all  new  houses  are  not  passed  unless 
they  show  that  a good  supply  of  water  is  ensured  either  by  tanks  or 
storage  in  some  way  or  that  a natural  supply  is  obtainable. 

Wennington,  Little  Raveley,  Barham  and  the  portion  of  Sawtry, 
known  as  Green  End,  are  the  most  unsatisfactory  parishes  in  the 
matter  of  quality.  It  has  not  been  necessary  in  any  case  to  submit 
any  sample  for  analysis. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewer  Disposal. 

No  new  scheme  has  been  undertaken  during:  the  year  and  all 
the  old  sewers  are  working  satisfactory. 

General  Sanitation. 

Earth  closets,  in  some  form  or  other,  are  quite  nine-tenths  of 
the  necessary  accommodation.  Water  closets  are  practically  only  in 
the  larger  houses  and  receive  separate  treatment. 

Public  Scavenging  is  only  provided  in  the  parish  of  Brampton. 
Sawtry  has  special  bye-laws  so  that  any  nuisance  arising  from  the 
accumulation  of  house  refuse  can  be  promptly  dealt  with. 


Bakehouses,  Slaughter-houses  & Cowsheds. 

The  Seventeen  Bakehouses  were  inspected  and  all  found  in  a 
clean  condition. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Slaughter-houses  are  all  private  and  are  kept  in  a clean 
condition.  There  is  one  licensed  slaughter-house,  situated  in  the 
parish  of  Little  Stukeley,  far  removed  from  any  habitation  and  on  the 
four  occasions  on  which  it  was  visited,  it  was  found  in  a very  fair 
condition. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies.  Cows  are  kept  in  the  fields  practically 
the  whole  year  round,  only  coming  to  the  cowsheds  for  milking  and 
the  night.  Cowsheds  of  the  milk  sellers,  have  been  inspected  during 
the  year  and  were  found  in  a fairly  clean  condition.  The  number 
of  milk  sellers  is  the  same  as  last  year  viz.,  39,  and  with 
three  exceptions  their  business  is  confined  to  the  parish  in  which 
they  reside.  Milk,  in  some  parishes,  is  not  so  easily  obtained  as  it 
should  be,  and  if  it  were  not  for  the  kindness  of  the  farmers,  the 
difficulty  would  be  greatly  increased. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

Twenty-six  houses  were  reported  under  this  Act  and  with  three 
carried  over  from  the  previous  year,  makes  a total  of  twenty-nine  to 
be  accounted  for.  Eighteen  of  that  number  have  been  repaired  and 
rendered  fit  for  occupation,  leaving  eleven  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
coming  year.  Since  the  Act  has  been  in  operation,  rqi  houses  have 
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been  reported,  so  that  with  subtracting  the  eleven  remaining  in- 
completed  1 30  houses  have  been  dealt  with.  Housing  accommodation 
is  short,  only  one  new  house  has  been  built  during  the  year.  Hitherto 
that  shortagehas  been  rendered  less  evident  by  keeping  the  old  houses 
in  repair,  but  that  is  a policy  that  cannot  work  indefinitely.  It 
appears,  and  naturally  so,  that  would-be  builders  are  waiting  to  see 
what  action  is  taken  up  by  the  higher  authorities.  It  is  universall) 
admitted  that  prices  of  building  materials  have  gone  up  all-round 
and  that  no  house  can  be  erected  and  let  at  a rental — within  the 
power  of  the  tenant  to  pay — that  will  yield  a remunerative  leturn 
for  the  capital  invested. 

All  notices  were  given  under  Sec.  XV  of  the  Act  and  none  under 
Sec.  XVII.  I have  made  with  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  a system- 
atic inspection  of  the  whole  district.  Appended  is  a report  by  the 
Inspector,  giving  a summary  of  the  work  done  by  us  during  the  past 
year

| The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  able  from  the  returns  made  to  him  by  the  local 
Registrar  of  Deaths,  as  well  as  from  the  quarterly  lists  furnished  by  the  Registrar-General, 
to  fill  in  Column  8 in  accordance  with  the  rule  in  the  next  paragraph  below.  The  Registrar 
General  either  directly  or  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  will  supply  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  with  the  particulars  of  deaths  to  be  entered  in  Column  9 ; and  all  such  deaths 
must  l e included  in  this  Column  unless  an  error  is  detected,  and  its  correction  has  been 
accepted  by  the  Registrar-General.  For  Column  4 the  Registrar-General  will  furnish  to  the 
Medmal  Officer  of  Health  a Statement  of  the  number  of  births  needing  to  be  added  to  or 
subtracted  from  the  total  supplied  by  the  local  Registrar. 

X “ Transferable  Deaths  ” are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a fixed  or  usual  residence  in 
England  or  Wales,  die  in  a District  other  than  that  in  which  they  resided.  The  deaths  of  persons 
without  fixed  or  usual  residence,  e.g.,  casuals,  must  not  be  included  in  Columns  8 or  9,  except 
in  certain  instances  under  3 (b)  below.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  state  in  Column  8 
the  number  of  transferable  deaths  of  ‘‘non-residents”  which  aie  to  be  deducted,  at.d  will  state 
in  Column  9 the  number  of  deaths  of  “residents”  registered  outside  the  district  which  are  to 
be  added  in  calculating  the  nett  death-rate  of  his  district. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths  . — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals,  lunatic  asylums, 
workhouses  and  nursing  homes  (but  not  almshouses)  must  be  regarded  as  residents  of  the 
district  in  which  they  had  a fixed  or  usual  residence  at  the  time  of  admission.  If  the  person 
dying  in  an  Institution  had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  time  of  admission,  the  death  is  not 
transferable.  If  the  patient  has  been  directly  transferred  from  one  such  Institution  to 
another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of  residence  at  the  time  of  admission  to 
the  first  Institution. 

(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a year  of  birth  in  an  Institution  to  which 
the  mother  was  admitted  for  her  confinement  should  be  referred  to  the  district  of  fixed  or 
usual  residence  of  the  pa>ent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  (a)  to  the  District  of  residence,  under  the 
general  rule  ; (b)  if  this  district  is  unknown  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode,  to  the  dis- 
trict where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ; (c)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  death 
occurred,  if  known  ; and  (d)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.
